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HISTORICAL SKETCH OF KANSAS.

Kansas is 4 part of the Louisiana purchase, which Napoleon Bona, 
Parte sold to the United States, in 1803, for fifteen Millions wf dol. 
lars. Tp 1819, Missouri, 4 part of this purchase, applied for ulmission 
into the Union as a State.

Western country into two Territories—Kansas and Nebraska. This

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Immigration spread back into the Territory. Topeka was settled 
in December, and Manhattan and several other points about the 
same time. 

Two streams of immigration, with such opposite drifts, meeting on 
the same soil, could not flow quietly into one current. They did not 
siinply come from different sevtions, with different ideas, but with 
different purposes—one party to establish slavery, the other to make 
Kansas free. The conflict would not have been serious, however, 
had it not been for the interference of the “border.” But the Mis- 
sourians on the “border” came over to help their friends, and thus 
embittered and prolonged the contest. The Missouri border was 
already an old country, thickly settled and wealthy, Nothing seri- 
- ous occurred the first season. There was bluster, but no blood. Once 
a company of Missourians came up to “clean out” Lawrence. They 
ordered the tent in which a wumber of settlers were encamped to be 
removed by u certain hour. The hour came, and another hour was 
set, which also passed, and finally the company passed away, too. 
This was the end of the first invasion. 

In October, Andrew H. Reeder was sent out, under appointment 
of the President, as Governor of Kansas. He was from Pennsyl- 
vanis, aman of ability and culture, Ile at once set himself to work 
to organize the government of the Verritory. Ile ordered an elec- 
tion for delegate to Congress, to take place November 29. There 
were three candidates in the field, Judge Wakefield, Gen. Whitefield 
and Robert P. Flenncken, .A eanvass of the settlements was made 
by the candidates. On the day of election, hundreds of Missourians 
came over and tool possession of the polls at various points, and 
voted. The legal votes cast were something over one thousand. 
These were increased by nearly two thousand “transient voters.” 
Gen. J. W. Whitefield was elevted. 

There was little disturbance and few changes during the winter 
that followed. The settlers spent their time in making themselves 
comfortable and getting rendy for the spring work. 

Early in March, tho Goyerner ordered an election for the Terrj- 
torial Leialature, to be held March 30. This was a most important 
election, a3 the first Leyislature would make Jaws for the Territory, 
and do much towards shaping its future history. The most spirited part 
of the canvass was carried on is Missouri, The border press took the 
ground that any man who was in the Territory on the day of elec- 
tion, was a resident and a voter. Public meetings were held in all 
the border counties, and infmmatory appeals made through all the 
papers, to urge the citizens of Missouri to vo aver and yote in Kan- 
fas. Hon. David R. Atchison, and acting Vice President of the 
United States, said in a speech 
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“We must and will mike Kansas a slave 
can, at the point of the bayonet if we must,” 

Those appeals were not lost. Some five thousund men came over 
into Kungas, distributed themselves among the different districts and 
voted, They came in their own colveyances, and in some Instances 
had sent on Provisions before them, They were all] armed with 
54Nn8, pistols and bowie-knives, and one company had two Pieces of' 
artillery, They took complete possession of the polls, and whore the 
regularly appointed Judges refused their Votes, drove these judeos 
uWay and ‘ppointed others in their places.

After sume words, the prisoner was given up, Jones wrote te the 
Governor that «& rebellion existed 3” “the laws bad been defied,” and 
“a prisoner taken from his hands by force.” He urged the Governor 
to call out the Militia tu enfore the laws. The Governor aut once 
called ont the militiaand ordered them to report to Jones. As Missouri 
had been ¢ first in pexee” to vote, 50 now she was “first in war.” Jy 
«Short time some three thousand men from the border were en- 
camped on the Wakarusa, near Pranklin. On the othor hand, eguada 
of Pree Stato men came in frome different parts of the Torritory: to 
defend Lawrence, Tn all, there were about one thousand Free State 
men gathered. The Governor svon found his “posse” too much for 
him, They could neither be governed nor restrained. Their yal 
object was to destroy Lawrence, and it was difficult to prevent a col- 
lision, The citizens of Lawrence were fortifying, but desired to 
Avert a conflict. The Governor first applied to the commander at 
Port Leavenworth for troops to hold the mob in cheek ; but he was 
refused.  FLe saw the dilemma he was in, by bringing the armed 
rufilans of another State arainst lis own people, who had Violated no 
law and resisted no orders, He knew that if blood was shed, he 
could not justif} himself before the country. Stillhe knew the dif. 
ticulty of allaying the spirits he had ealled up. At last a treaty Was 
Signed between himself wid the citizens of Lawrence, in which the 
Intter Herevd nat to resist tiny legal process of the officials, and the 
Governor agroel to disband his “posse.”

Nothing but very cantious management on the pert of the Pyeo 
State men prevented a collision, and the treaty was made to Live the 
Governor y pretext for sending the invaders home. 

All this time another movement was going on, which had a large 
influence in Kansas history. This was the movement for a State 
Sovernment. Lhe settlers felt that the Shawnee Legislature, elected 
by Missouri Votes, was an illegal body, and its laws inyalid. Butthe 
Tervitorial oflicers and the Adrinistration were determined to enforce 
these lays, The settlers sought to escape them by forming 2 State 
constitution, and applying to Congress for admission into the Union. 
Meetings were held during the summer of 1855, at Lawrence, Big 
Springs and Topeka; and October 9 an election was held for dele- 
Stes to 2 convention to form 2 State constitution. The convention 
Met October 23, at Topeka, and adopted a bill of rights, and formed 
What was called the « Topeka Constitution,” This constitution was 
ratified by popular yote, December 15, One month later, an elec 
tion was held tor State officers and members’ of the Legislature, at 
Which Dr, Charles Rebinson wis chosen Governor, and W. Y, Rob- 
ems, Lieut, Governor. This election passed off quietly, except in

It comprised about say- 
enty men, most of them men of culture, influence and piety. Before 
they came, Henry Ward Beecher lectured in New Haven in theip 
behalf. At the meeting, Sharpe's rifles were contributed sufficient to 
arm the company. Tence the title of «« Beecher’s bible” given tn 
that implement, This company located at Wabaunsee, where most 
of thern gtill remain, 

At the South, Col, Buford raisod three hundred men, and armed 
them for Kansas, The Leyislaturo of Alabama appropriated $25,000, 
Col. Titus marched with 9 company trom Florida.

The two newspaper offices 
Wore also destroyed, presses broken and the types thrown into the 
Tiver, The posse then made themselves at home generally, and pil- 
laged ulmost every house in town. Several citizens wera threatened 
and some shot at. Stores were plundered, houses broken Open and 
trunks searched. Most of what was not taken off was destroyed, 
In the midst of the plundering, the red flag of South Carolina was 
raised over the office of the Herald of Freedom. Having thoroughly - 
ransucked the town, they began to leave as night came on. They 
finished their work by sotting fire to Gov. Robinson’s house, on the 
hill-side, ay they passed out. 

The citizens had decided to make no resistance, as the ruffians were 
acting under what pretonded ta be legal authority, 

he aurmmer following was ono of great turbulence. Tho army 
that sacked Lawrence broke up into bands, and ranged over the Tor- 
titory, Counter banda of Freo State mon did the samo. To make 
tho matter more lively, squads of United States troops were moving 
here and there, to disperse these bands. It was claimed, however, 
that thea kquads were sure to be on hand when the Free State men 
were likely to gain any advantage, but never happened to be near 
*Snough to prevent any Pro-slavery depredations. Harly in June, a 
company of Pro-slavery men, under command of Henry Clay Pate, 
marched by Osawatomic, and tool seyeral prisoners, among them

At last the Free State men determined to break up some of these 
nests. One of these points was Franklin, four miles from Lawrence. 
This was attacked in the night, about August 14, After three 
hours of scattered firing, the Pree State men pushed a load of hay, 
on fire, up agrinst the blockhouse in which the raffians were en- 
trenched. The band at once surrendered. The cannon, captured at 
the sacking of Lawrence, was here retaken. One Free State man 
was killed, and six wounded. There was about the same loss on the 
other side, 

Another stronghold was Col. Titus’s house, near Lecompton. On 
the nicht of the 16th of August, 4 company of men, under Captain 
Walker and Dr. Cutter, attacked the place. The cannon was loads 
ed with shot cast from the type of the “Herald of Freedom,’* 
destroyed a few weeks before. They called the shot genr into the 

Ouse “the second edition of the Herald of Freedom,” After on 
hour's firing the place was taken, About twenty prisoners were 
Captured, and tive Free State prisoners released, one of whom wus to 
have been shot that morning. (ol.

The work was not confined to Kansas. All this summer the Mis- 
sont river was blockaded, to prevent immigrants entering the Tery{- 
tory, Every boat coming up the river was stopped and searched, 
And al Pree State passengers sent back. The mails were searched, 
the express and freight were rebbed, and as far as possible all com- 
minieation between the Northern States and Kansas was cut off ' 
The fate of the settlers seemed sealed. They were driven-to au un- 
equal vontest, and cut off from their friends.

(could to embarrass him, and agreed in caucus to pass all rejected bills 
Over his voto. He was abused in debate, and insulted in the hall. 
Manners xt the “Capital City” were peculiar. One instance may 
illustrate the loveliness of the place, A drunken desperado named 

herrard was appointed sheriff of Douglas county, in place of the 
notorious Jones, The Governor refused to commission him. Thore- 
upon Sherrard grossly insulted the Governor in public. Meetings 
Were hold all over the Territory denouncing the outrage and offering 
Sympathy, One was called in Lecompton, but Sherrard’s friends 
Controlled it, A resolution was read sustaining the Governor. 
Sherrard dared any man to indorse it. A man named Shepherd 
shouted out “TI indorse it.” Sherrard drew his pistol, and put three 
balls into Shepherd, and then thoy clinched and fought with the 
butts of thoir pistols. Shepherd was taken away, and then Shop. 
tard tried to shoot another man in the crowd named Jones. Burt 
Jones was too quick, and shot Sherrard so that hoe died soon after, 
This will illustrate « Metropolitan manners,” and will give some 
idea of the « beasts” with whom the Governor had to “fight” in this 
Modern « Ephesua:” The Governor sont to Leavenworth for more 
troops, but. these were rofused, “War Department had forbidden 
it.”

In the worda of the Leavenworth 
Horald; « Every newly arrived immigrant, as he stepped upon the 
levee, shouldered his carpet-sack, and stopping long cnough to in- 
quire the way to ‘Larrence, sot out for the Mecca’ of his Abolition 
Pilgrimage.” Business was brisk, money plenty, and “lots” on the 
vise. Cities sprang up—on paper—in overy direction, and “vorner 
lota” brought fabulous prices. Money loaned at five and-ten per 
eent, per month, and was thought cheap atthat. Cautious men would 
como from the Hast, shake their wise heads at the folly of these 
Western speculators, and then in a few weeks catch the fever them- 
solves, and become as wild as the wildest. 

Tho political history of the year is too complicated to be made 
plain in the space allotted. 

Tho Levislature, the previous winter, provided fora constitutional 
Convention, Preparatory to this census was taken by the county 
ofcors, who were appointed by the Legislature. This census was 
really tuken in only fifteen counties, mostly on the border, while 
nineteen interior counties, strongly Free State, were practically dis- 
franch ised, no census being taken.

Kansas has also, he says, this advantage, that the defi- 
ciency of rain is in the winter months, and the heaviest fall in the 
summer taonths, especially May and J une, when rain is most needed, 
With this single exception of 1860, Kansas suffers no more from 
drought than othor States, and not so much ag many, as its soil ig 
Wonderfully retentive of moisture.

Y in form, had it not been for 
the Prompt action of General Lyon in breaking up the “ Stare 
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Guards” at Camp Jackson, and driving the fugitive Governor, Clai- 
borne FB, Jackson, out of his capital and State, before he had time to 
Complete hig plans. The “border ruffians” of the first war became 
the “rebels” and « bushwhackers” of the second. Their hatred of 
Kansas had not diminished, and the “border” was harassed, ll 
through the war, by roving bands of outlaws. Many men in the 
border counties of Kansas never dared to sleep in their houses in the 
“ammer; but at night they would take their rifles, and sleep in the 
torn fields or in the woods. Women and children were seldom 
molested, In the winter, the falling of the leaves spoiled the hiding 
places of these bands, and compelled them to seck safer quarters, _\ 
military force was kept on the border all the while. Still, depreda- 
ions were constant. 

Barly in the summer of 1863, 4 large band entered Olathe, one 
night, about midnight. They took most of the citizens prisoners, 
ind kept them till their work was done. They plundered the town, 
Carried off what they wanted, and destroyed other property, and left 
before daylight. They killed some seven men, 

Some time after, they sacked the town of Shawnee twice. In 
addition to robbery, they here burned most of the town, Several 
Were killed hore also. Individual murders and house burning were 
common, 

On the 20th of August, a body of between three and four hundred 
“Tossed the State line at sundown. Riding all night, they reached 

UWwrence at daybreak, They dashed into the town with a yell, 
shooting ut everybody they saw. The surprise was complete. The 
hotel, and every point where a rally would be possible, was seized 
4“t Oneo, and the ruffisins then began the work of destruction. Some 
oF the citizens escaped into the fields and ravines, and some into the 
‘oods, but the larger portion could not escape at all. Numbers of 
‘Keke Wore shot down as they were found, and often brutally mangled, 

1 Many cases the bodies were left in the burning buildings and were 
; ned. The rebels entered the place about five o’clock, and left 
“teen nine and ten. Troops for the relief of the town were within 
"* tiles when the rebels went out. One hundred and forty-three 
Were let dead in the streets, and ubont thirty desperately wounded, 
Phe Main ktreet was all burned but two stores. Thus, about seventy. 
YO business houses were destroyed and nearly one hundred resj- 
Centex. They destroyed something near two millions of property, 
ret tighty widows and two hundred and fifty orphans, us the result 
Of their four hours’ work. Scenes of brutality were enacted which 
‘8V0 never been surpassed in savage warfare. The picture is re. 
deemed only by the tact that women and children were in no case 
MUrt, 


Tho dread of such scenes continued tiJ] the end of the war. Tho 
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Same suvace foe was constantly on the border, and was kept back 
only by unceasing vigilance. Every man had to be armed and ready 
at a moment's warning to rally to the defense of his home. 

Tn the fall of 1864, the Stute just escaped another calamity still 
Worse, because it threatened to be more general. A large rebel army 
came down from Texas and Arkansas towards St. Louis, wider Gen. 
Price. For some time their destination was unknown, But early in 
October General Price turned westward, und it was at once feared 
that Kansas was bis objective point. He had fifteen thousand men 
and nineteen picces of artillery. Besides the rerular forces there 
were 4,000 or 5,000 “bushwhackers” following, To meet these, 
Gen, Curtis had on the Kansas border only about 3,000 cavalry, and 
parts of four batteries of artillery. The prospect was dark. Onee 
in Kansas, Price's army would bear down all opposition, and his 
“bushwhackers” would desolate the whole country. There was no 
resource but to call out the militia. The day Price started west from 
Jefferson City, Saturday, October 8, Governor Carney issued his 
proclamation, calling into service every able-bodied man, from eich 
teen to sixty years of age. The people, ax one man, fell in with the 
Spirit of the proclamation, Iaid aside every employment, and rallied 
to hurl back the invader. Tn less than one week 17,000 men had 
reported for duty, and it was estimated that 15,000 were on the hor- 
der ready for the enemy. A few companies wore left at different 
Points for home defense. The old men, the boys, and the “exempts” 
Were armed and organized for a “home guard.” Such a universal 
rising of a whole people was perhaps never known before. 

On Tuesday, Octobor 19, tho adyance of the Union ariny, under 
General Blunt, met Prico’s advance at Lexington. They at once fel] 
back fourteen miles, flrhting all the way. On the 21st, being rein. 
forced, Blunt made a stand on the Little Blue river, a few miles be- 
low Independence, Nero they fought Price vigorously for five hours, 
In the night they fell back across the Big Blue, four miles beloy 
Kansas City, where the rest of the forces and the militia Were sta- 
tioned, The enemy appeared next morning on the opposite bank of 
the stream, und about noon erossed over and attacked the Union army 
On the rivht und forced them back on Kunsux City. There seemod 
little now to hinder theie force marching right into Kansas 2nd fay. 
ing their own way. Bat just aa victory seemed secure, Genera! 
Pleasanton, whe had been following Price all the way from S¢, 
Louis, came op from below andl attacked the rebol army in the rear. 
Duriny Saturday night he formed a junction with Genera] Curtis, 
And Sonday morning they made a combined attael, completely rout- 
ed Price's whole forre, and drove them southward. In their retreat 
the rebela entered Kansas, near Mound City, and tnid the country 
Waste, but ouly a very limited portion. The Union Cavalry followed 
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close after them, and on the 25th completely routed the whole rebe| 
forco, capturing bageage and artillery. 

This was tho last roal danger. Winter soon set in, and peace caine 
in the spring, 

Sinco the war closed the progress of the State has been constant 
ind rapid. During the war the growth of the State was but small. 
But as soon as peace came, immigration began to pour in, Tt was 
estimated that at least fifty thousanil people found homes in Kansas 
the first year of peace, and the population has been increasing in stil] 
sreater ratio ever since. In 1860, the census showed a population of 
107,000. It cannot now be less than 400,000. Thus Kansas, not. 
Withstanding all its drawbacks, has as large a population after Hiftech 
years of settlement, as the great State of Illinois had after thirty 
years of settlement. 

The growth in other respects has been still more marked. In 1863 
Congress passed the Pacific Railroad bill. This bill, with subsequont 
Rmendments, provided ‘for two lines in Kansas—one, the Kansas 
Pacitic, from the Stute line near Wyandotte for about four hundred 
Miles west, and another from Atchison, one hundred miles west. Tho 
first section of railroad opened in Kansas was forty miles of the 
formor road, from State Line to Lawrence, January, 1865. Since 
then this road has been continned on west oyer four hundred miles, 
besides a branch from Leavenworth to Lawrence. Before the close 
Of 1870 it will be running to Denver City, in Colorado. The Central 
Branch Pacific Railroad is completed one hundred miles west of 
Atchison, and will ultimately form a junction with the Pacific Rail- 
Poul running from Omaha. A railroad has been built from State 

“ne to Leavenworth, and thenee to A tchison, and is being continued 
pm to connect with the Nebraska roads. Another railroad is being 
built west from St. Joseph, and some thirty miles are already in 
cPerution, Then there are the roads running south. The Missouri 
~ "Fort Seott & Gulf Railroad is completed from Kanaas City to 

Mrd, about ono hundred miles, and will be finished to the south line 
Of the State the present year, The Leavenworth, Lawrence & Gal- 
Veston Railroad is completed from Lawrence to Garnett, some fifty: 
Mths, and wil] also reach the southern line of the State the pres- 
Snt year, The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad is built 
from Topelea ty Burlingame, abont twenty-fire miles, and is pushing 
“nto Emporia, The Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railroad runs from 
Function City, southeast to Burlington, about one hundred miles, 
nd will reach the boundary of the State this season. Then a rail. 
road bridve over the Missouri river has been built at Kansas City, 
tad another is alnost completed at Leavenworth, 

Thus tive years age there were but forty miles of railroad in Kan- 
BBS, = a there are nearly eight hundred and fifty miles in actual 
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Operation. Of this, nearly three hundred miles were built in 1869. 
At least as much more will be built in 1870. 

Previous to 1865 there had been but little done to develop the 
resources of the State. The country was so disturbed that there 
had been but little systematic farming. Everybody admitted that 
the soil was wonderfully rich, Yet almost everybody doubted its 
adaptation to anything but corn and stock. But all these doubis 
have been dispelled by actual experiment. No finer crops of wheat 
have been raised in the United States than have been raised in Kan- 
sas. Soin every direction it has been demonstrated that Nansas is 
unsurpassed, both in the fertility of its soil und the variety of its 
productions. For many yeurs it was claimed that Kansas never 
could be x fruit country. Grapes and berries might prosper, but the 
the large fruits would ful. Tt required a good deal of faith to plant 
wm, apple orchard ayninst so gener! and strong a sentiment. It was 
An impression, too, that nothing but time and trial could dissipate. 
Still, many made the trial, and are now reaping their reward. Apple 
orchards are just besinning to bear. One orchard in Douglas county 
lasteyear yielded thirty-six lnurdred bushels of as fine apples as ever 
were offered in any market. “Tons of grapes of the tinest quality 
are raised, Pears grow so large and luscious that the vurielies ave 
not recognized by frnitists of older States. The smaller berries crow 
in rich abundance. Last yeur une man qade two thousand dollars 
trom two acres of sirawherries, A year ago the Legislature Appre- 
printed five hundred dollars ta pay the cost of sending specimens of 
the fruits of Kansas to the “National Pomologieal Congress,” to be 
held at Philadelphia, September 15, 1869. Little was expected be- 
yond being represented iu that exhibition. No fruit was raised with 
that, Gonvress in view, and the commitiee began late to gather its 
specimens, Everybody was surprised, therefure, to lear that the 
Kansas collection took the “Gold Medal” as a “oonnretion oF Fruits 
UNSURPASSED FOR SIZE, BEAUTY AND Yravor.” The repmtation of Kan- 
sas, therctore, asa truit-yrowine State, my be considered settled. In 
the raising of fruit, grain and stock, she stands second to none. 
Markets and prices alsu are geod, dad immense revenues will here- 
after be received for agricultaral woul horticultural products. 

Five years avo the question of thel was not a pleasant one to think 
of. For a prairie country, Kansas is well timbered, But the rail- 
rouds were conswning her forests at a frighttulyate. Thulicationsand 
prophecies of coal were abumbort, but coal itself seemed searee. 
Nothing satisfactory hid been developed, although everybody thought 
there was abundance of coal In the country. Within a yeur, veins of 
coal have been found at varios points, sufficient to settle the fuel 
Question forever. li Osive county, twenty miles south of Topeka, 
00d veins of coal, of exhunstless quantity, are profitably worked, 
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Wn Pranklin county, twenty miles south of Lawrence, equally good 
veins have just been opened anel are furnishing a good supply. At 
Fort Scott there wre said to be beds still thicker and better. In the 
Western piurt of the State there is abundance of <ood coal, No doubt 
better veins than any of these will yet be discovered. The work of 
developing our Goal measures is but just begun, . 

Theve has also been a wondertul improvement in the condition of ° 
the People. Good houses have been built and fine farms have been 
opencd. Roads have been improved and the streams have been 
bridged, Improved stock and improved varieties of fruit and grain 
have been introduced. (ood homes, good orchards, and good walls 
ind hedges are tiling the place of the rude cabins aud shanghai 
fences of former years. The future promises more than the past has 
‘een. The next tive years will witness greater improvements than 
the past five yoars have witnessed. Farming is just beginning to be 
Profitable, and owr farmers wre jast beginning to be able to make in- 
Hrovements, = 

Schools are being opened in every district, and school houses are 
being built Wherever needed. Kansas will have a school fund suf: 
ficient to vive every child a free edneation, from the primary depart-

A strange, romantic history has this prairie State of Kansas. 
Wild, weird musie sighs through the tall prairie grass, and suggests 
reflections at once startling and painful, Tg hassbeen the theater of 
*Nation’s strug¢le—the first battle-crounds of the contest that enl- 
minated in a reat civil conflict which marshaled armies that show 
the insinificance of former contests between liberty and oppression, 
‘nd demonstrated both the grentness, and, by its successful termina- 
tion, the vrandeur of the republic. The clash of arms, resulting in- 
eVituhly from the “irrepressible conflict” between freedom and 
shivery, Was first witnessed on these broad plains and prairies of 
Kansas, P 

And there ave martyrs buried beneath the soil of this young State 
| Martyrs to a sacred cause and a principle which a sublime faith 
knew could never die. Their names will ever be cherished by the 
Settlors of this Spartan State. Their final successes add value to 
their services, and throw something of romance around their heroic 
“gsles. The wild winds of the prairie chant a sad and plaintive 
reaniem over their unknown graves, and the mild autumn’s sun 
Lathes, and will perpetually, with sad and somber hues, the soil ofa 
Staite Lonseerated to freedom at such a cost, as if in sympathy with 
oe eo and the sacrifices so heroically made and so patiently 

Kansas Was the product of the famous bill passed hy Congress in 
bic 2 S54, known as the Kansas-Nebraska act, and was the first

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official recownition. While Mr. Seward was indulging in his bland 
Prophecies and enthusiastic platitudes about a ninety-days’ war, and 
was demonstrating to foreign governments that « civil war in this 
country could only result in restoring precisely the old status of 
affairs; and while President Lincoln, whose memory is nowhere heli 
more sacred than here in Nansas, was talking about an insurrection, 

“and that secession was only a temporary divorce of States, like the 
Separation of man and wife, Senator Lance, of Kansas, was drilling his 
regiment of nexroes, aud leading them into conflict. 

Though oue of the youngest of the American Siutes, Wansas is set- 
tling up anil developing with vroutor rapidity than any of the West- 
trn Status. [t lies between the 87th and 40th degrees of Intitude, 
and the 941-2 and 102d deereces of longitude. Its climate ix yery 
Similar to that of tle southorn couutries of Europe; its soil rich and 
Productive, antl adapted to the growth of al sorts of cereals, vegera- 
‘Hes, fold and firm products and fruits, The first settlements were 
mado in Kansas in 1854. Iv now has a population of about 400,060 
Peopleo—law-abiding, intelligent, enterprising and industrious citi- 
zens. The churacter of the people, as regards intelligence, enterprise 
and morality, and wll the elements that secure the growth and up 
building of the highest forms of civilization, is largely superior to 
that of must newly settled States, and has been a subject of frequent 
fivorble comment hy tourists and travelers who have yisited the 
State. There are no drones here. All are intent upon acquiring 
Property and building up their fortunes, adding to the good name, 
Wealth and reputation of the State, 

Churches of all denominations, supperted by the free, voluntary 
tsa Contributions of the people, and school tronses tor the free 
education of the children, everywhere abound, There is searcely a 
district oF community in the State deprived of religious privileges 
and the Mexis sed fylitive tor the cducation of their children. 

AREA AND POPULATION, 

“The ares of the Stute is 200 iniles north and south, by 400 miles 
“ust anil West, comprising tifty-twe million acres of lund, of which 
About forty million acres are susceptible of supporting a thiclly set- 
Hed avvicultural popmlation; but of this immense aves, of fifty-two 
Millions of acres, seurcely two millions are under cultivatiou—a State 
Capable of Slpportine a populution of frum five to ¢ight millions of 
People has senrcely 400,000 inhabitants. 

CLIMATE AND HEALTH. 

Tho climate and health of Kansas are unequaled. These are in- 
deed among its chief excellencies and recommendations for settlo- 
Ment. ‘Tho atmosphere is dry and pure, and singwarly beneticial to 
Petsons suffering from or predisposed to pulmonary diseases. Catarrh 
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and all similar ailments disappear, after those afflicted by them have 
been in the State a short time. ‘ 

The country is chiefly rolling prairic, thoroughly drained by na- 
ture, and as there is scarcely a marsh or pond of stagnant water in 
tho State, there is vory little of that plague of our new countries, 
{gue; and so soon us ihe country becomes settled up, it will become 
ntirely unknown. No State in the Union is more healthy: than 
Kansas, and very few are equil to it in thisvespect. The winters are 
short, dry and pleasant, snow Lying upon the sround but a few hours 
at the longest; in the summer season there is nearly always a cool 
breeze. The nights are always cool, which makes even the hottest 
Weather endurable, and the nights peculiarly refreshing to the tired 
laborer, who, of all others, feels the necessity of “nature's sweet 
restorer, balmy sleep.” 

SOIL. 

The whole State rests upon a clay sub-soil; above this is a rich 
black allnyial mould, which in the bottom lands, that is to say aloyg 
the streams and rivers, is from six to eight feet in thickness, and 
"Pon the prairie, or uplands, from three to five fect in depth. Such 
1 S0i inust require many years of the most thriftless and shiftless 
System of farming to even measurably exhaust. The soil produces 
M yare ahundance, unknown to the short summers of the more novth- 
ern States and provinces, 

AGRICULTURE. 

One-fourth the labor required to prepare the soil for the reception 
Of Seeds foy field products in timbered States will here insure thor- 
ough tillage and culture, and well-improved farms. Ordinarily the 
first year's crop of “sod” corn will pay for the breaking of the 
Eround and vo au good way towards defraying the expenses of fene- 
Mg.

The crop 6f peaches in 1868 was so luxuriant and bountiful 
that this excellent truit sold iw different portions of the State at trom 
tventy-five cents to two dullare per bushel. The heavily-loaded 
{pple orchards last yer, IS60, show that the erowing of this variety 

Of fruit in Kansas is un assured sucecss. Small fruits of all kinds, in- 
cluding strawberries, mispberries, currants, gouseberries, blackberries, 

fea aren certain erop, ul yield must prolifiedly. There is no beer 

paying business than the vrowluy of fruits, and especially sinall fruits. 

The large and well established vineyards in al parts of the State, aad 

the fuct that farmers ave all bewinning to grow their own grapes for 

home use, show that the grape takes kindly to our soil, The time 
“ermot be dir distant when the growing of grapes and the manntac- 
ture of wine will be x reat source of wealth and revenue to the 
State, assuring beyond duubt te those who shall engage in this branch 
Of Pleasant and profitable industry large and remunerative returns 
for their labor and cipital employed in the business, At the State 
Pair held last full at Luwrence, 2 siuvle exhibitor had on exhibition 
Upwards of forty choice varieties of apples, some of them measuring 
from twelve to fifteen inches in circumference, Tho display ot 
Peaches, pears, grapes, and all nanner of smull fruits, was equally 
‘Necessful and gratifying. These who had attended, during the last 
dozen years, the State thirs of the oldest and best fruit-growing 
regions of the country, were corapelled to admit that in the samples 
®n exhibition, both in variety and quality of fruit, Kansas lad 
equaled the best fruit exhibitiens ever held in this country. 

WOOL AND STOCK GROWING, 

A. distinguished European stetesman declared, two centuries ago, 
that “wool is the fluwer und strenuth, the revenue and blood of Eng- 
land.” Look at the great wealth of Great Britain and France. Tho 
former hay one sheep to every xere, exclusive of her mountuins and 
forests, Franee, not much larger than the area of Kansas, teeds ten 
‘Millions more sheep than ll these United States—whence the com- 
merce and riches of these two great nations. The musie of their 
Manufuctories, the melody of their productive industry, tell the story. 
The United States imported of wool, during the years 1862, 1863, 
1864 and 1865, tu the vulue of £250,000,000, currency.* And yet we 
have in Kansas alone upwards of 40,000,000 acres of choice pasture 
lands, covered with a rank and luxuriant growth of prairie grass, a 
Climate, soil, and limitless pusturaye, admirably adapted to the 
ftowth of wool, Ifwebhad in Kunsas a like proportion of sheep to 
England and France, we should be growing, annually, 200,000,000 
Pounds of wool, which, xt fifty cents per pound, would py nearly

, DAIRYING 
Is, of course, a very profitable business in such a country, where the 
tanve for stock is unrestricted, and the pasturage limitless in supply. 
And yet, owing to the comparatively limited supply of farmers, dairy 
Produets command a good price, butter averaging the year round 
trom thirty-tive to fifty ceuts per pound. The great abundance of 
Svod, cold water, the frequency of springs, the excellent facilities for 
cellars everywhere existing, aud the light expense at which eattle 
ean be grown and kept, leave this branch of industry without a 
“glo drawback, uni assure handsome returns and liberal protits to 
those who shill engage in dairying in this State. 

MULTIPLIED FORMS OF INDUSTRY. 

One chief advantage that Kansas possesses is the variety of occu-

Thus it will be seen that the fall of rain in the spring and summer 
months, when most needed, is two inches more in Kansas than in 
Western New York, while in munths when rain is a nuisance, Kan- 
Sas has the advantaye of being dry. 

BUILDING MATERIAL AND FENCING, 

Besides the varieties of oxk, walnut, hickory, hackberry, cotion- 
Wood, with which the country is fairly, and in many places, especially 
tlony the large streams, bountifilly supplied, there is. upon almost 
every quarter-seetion in the State an inextsuistible supply of rock, 
Principally sandstone and limestone; there being of the latter a. 
Sreat many heantiful and usetul varieties, which ean be quarried at 
light expense of lahor or means, Both the ‘sandstone and Iinestone 
make an excellent building material, and for fencing cannot be su- 
Passed. The soneral snbstitacion of this material for building and 
tencing, anil the ease and light expense involved in its supply, ren- 
der it of inestimable value to the State. A stone fence can here be 
Constrnetor very cheaply, anil when built forms the most permanent 
and enduring fonce that can be built. The Osage Orange hedyiny, 
for fences, also grows very rapidly, and males pretty, substantial 
fence. Hundreds of miles of the fence are already growing in 
Kansas, 

In the western portion of the State exist inexhanstible quirries of 
the “beautiful white Mwenesia limestone.” “The State Capitol build: 
ings, Costing nearly halt nomillion of dollars, are constractell of this 
Matorinl, and present a very attractive appearance. The Kansus 

Acitie Railway passes throush and contiguous to ledges, extending 
for Miles, of this splendid roel, which will ere long be largely ex- 
Ported, und for fine buildings will be eonerally used throughout the 
State, The anienesin limestone is swwed into blocks of any desired 
dimensions, froin the size of the ordinary brick to 4 block of from six 
tovight tons, os easily as a pine log is sawed into boards. The rock 
rapidly indurates upon exposnre, anil is capable of withstanding any 
Athount of pressure, 

ROADS. 

No country in the world can have better natural roads. The sur- 
fee of the country being tur the most part rolling prairie, the roads 
{re drained In nature, not eostiug the settler ou dollar; but in case 
the roads are desired neruss bottom Lands and bridges across the 
Streams, the rockis always at hand to make them up at little cost. 

TIMBER AND WOOD. 

Where there is water there is sure to be more or loss timber, 
i long the lavver streums or rivers there ara large bodies of timber, 
the Principal varieties of which are named above. Timber from the 
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seed grows with vreat rapidity. The same time that would be re- 
gure to elear the land, and free it from. stumps in a timbered c¢oun- 
try, would raise fuir timber here, and the cost per acre would not be 
@he-tenth that of clearing. 

COAL. 

Coul exists in exhaustless quantities in every part of the State, 
Profissoy Mudge, State Geolowist, in hix report of 1854, after allud-

Atchison.—This city is situated on the “great western bend of the 
Missouri river,” about twenty-five miles north of Leavenworth. It 
is situated in an amphitheater extending back from the river in a 
gradual ascent on all sides. In its vicinity are large forests of tim- 
ber and good deposits of coal. Atchison is the key to Northern 
Kansas, ‘The Central Braneh Union’ Pacific Railway starts from 
here, and is constructed to Waterville, onc hundred miles west. 
The Atcbison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad is under construction. 
The Leavenworth & Atchison Railway is also running, The Han- 
nibal & St. Joseph Railway depot is on the opposite bank of the 
Missouri, but will soon be joined by a railway. bridge which will be 
built this year—so that Atchison is well supplied with railway 
fucilities, Previous to the organization of the Territory of Kansas, 
the site of the city had attracted the attention of Indian traders, 
mountaineers and steamboatmen by its peculiar geographical posi- 
tion as 4 natural commercial center for all the country included be- 
tween the Platte and Kansas rivers, and the vast western regions 
to which these magnificent yalleys and those of their confluent 
streams afford an outlet and highway. Midway the extremities of 
the river frontier of Kansas, equi-distant from St. Joseph on the 
northeast and Leavenworth on the southeast, and nearly on the 
line of the great midway road from these points to the Pacific. 
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As soon as Kansas was opened for settloment, the sito was imme- 
diately appropriated and a ferry put in operation, although, at that 
time, the country from St. Joseph to Weston, on the Missouri, 
was a primeval anid unbroken wilderness. When the town 
was laid out thoro were wo settlements in all the country west of 
Atchison, and for iwo years thut whole country was uninhabited, 
and of course, the business of the town could not be expected to 
inereaso very rapidly, But though little business was done, its 
proprietors took prompt and efticient measures for her future bene 
fit. The Territorial Legislature, at its session of 1855, passed an 
act incorporating the stockholders under the name of the Atchi- 
son Town Company, with the usual franchises. Mr. Peter T. Abell 
was retained as President, and obtained from the Missouri Lesisla- 
ture, during the same year, the passage of an act incorporating the 
Atchison & St. Joseph R.I, which was completed in the summer of 
1860, and resulted in placing Atchison in direct railroad communi- 
cation with tho rest of the Union three years before any point west 
of the Missouri river, The importance of this early connection in 
socuring the advantages of the Pacific Railroad cannot be over- 
. estimated. It was invaluable not only to Atchison, but to Kansas 
at large and afl the vast pastoral and mining regions of the plains, 
the Rocky Mountains and the Pacific slope. With equal foresivht 
charters were obtained for tho Atchison & Pilke’s Poak Railroad, 
the Atchison & Port Riley Railroad and the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railvoad, all of which were duly organized, and for two 
of which valuable Conyressional grants of land have been secured. 
The Atchison & Pike's Peak Mailroad has been surveyed to the 
Republican river. Political preferences and other accidental vauses 
have heretofore retarded the development of Atchison. To 4 
great extent these have ut tiet been overcome and her claims to 
superiority acknowledved. During the past. year the amount of 
froight received ut this potnt has exceeded sixteen million pounds, 
the transportation of which has viven employment to thirty-three 
bundred men, twenty-seven lamdred wigons, one thousand mules 
and twenty-cight thousand oxea. Large amounts of corn, Wheat, 
pork, lard, hides, tallow and ether ayricultural products are ship- 
ped from Atchison, and a heavy business done in the manufacture 
of wagons, plows and farming utensils. The travel to and from 
the mining regious of Colouruite, Idaho and California is immonse 
and constantly increasing. Probably more gold and bullion passes 
through Atchison to the mints than through all other points of 
shipment on the river. The growth of Atchison has been steady, 
and for the last fow years rapid. Population, 8,000. Daily mails.

war, it was'in constant danger from bushwhackers, and on tho 21st 
of August, 1863, was entered by some three hundred of these out 

‘laws, and a large share of the town burned, and about one bun- 
dred and fifty of its citizens inurdered,

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from the first. It has had but little of those wild srowths that 
characterize almost all new towns, and hence it has had none of 


the “ back-sets” from which such towns almost always suffer. Its 


growth has not always been rapid, but has always been steady and 
healthy. It is beantifully located on both sides of the Kansas 
river, the principal portion of the town being on the south side. 

The population of the place is now 12,000, and is rapid! y increas- 
ing. Buildings are being erected in all directions, and every house 
is full, and tencments scarce. The business of Lawrence is yery 
large for a place of its size, and is almost all transacted on one 
street, Massachusetts street. This street is builé up nearly solid 
with business houses, for over half a mile, and is considored one of 
the finest streets in the West, All the buildings are of brick or 
stone, All branches of trade ave represented—some houses doing 
avery heavy wholesale business, 

Lawrence has three railroads in operation, one building, and two 
more in immediate prospect. The Kansas Pacifie Railway from 
State Line, and its Leavenworth & Lawrence branch, make a 
junction here. Tlie Leavenworth, Lawrence & Galveston Byil- 
voad starts from here, and is in operation to Garnett, fifty-tyro 
miles, Tho Pleasant Ii] Railroad, a virtual continuation of the 
Missouri Pacitic, from Plensant Hill to Lawrence, is being Inilt. 
A road southwest to Emporia, und another north to Atchison, are 
projected, and will probably be built in a short time. 

The two parts of ihe city are united by a fine, substantial bridge 
across the Kansas river, Tho Galveston railroad company are 
building a railroad bridve, and a wig¢on ivack is talked of in con- 
nection with it. This will give two good bridges across tho Kan- 
Sas river at this point. 

Lawrence is becoming quite a nunuficturing center. There are 
two flouring mills, two woolen mills, 2 very complete machine 
shop and foundry, several wagon factories, a plow factory, soap 
factory and two book binderies. Seye-al other departinents or 
Inanufuctures are boing extallished. A project is on foot for 
damming the Kansas river at this point, which will give an im- 
mense water power, and thus build up a great manuficturing 
center, 

There sre two first-class newspapers published at Lawrence, The 
Kansas Tribuno and the Republican Journal. They are both 
able papers, and are well sustained. They are published daily, tri- 
weekly and weekly. 

The principal streets of the city are lighted with gas, good side- 
walks are laid in all directions, and it is proposed to pare the main 
Street. Tho city is well supplied with excellent hotels. 

The citizens of Liwrence haye always taken pride in their

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schools. A free school has been maintained from the beginning, 
at first by subscription, and then by tas. Some fifty thousand 
dollars haye been expended in school houses. There are six of 
these: one central building, and three ward school houses, on 
the south side, and two on the north side. The current expenses 
of the schools are over ten thousand dollars, annually. The school 
houses-are furnished with all the modern improvements, and are 
well graded and well taught. 

The Kansas State University is located at Lawrence, Its build- 
ing is ov Mount Oread, overlooking the city. It is abundantly 
endowed, and though it has been in operation but a short time, it 
is already assuming character. It has seven instructors, and one 
hundred and forty-three students. Its “lone” building has become 
too small for it, and the city of Lawrence baa just voted $100,000 
to provide suitable buildings for its use. These will be crected 
the coming suinmer, and a large expansion of the institution is 
expected the coming year. The site, the present building, and ten 
thousand dollars towards the endowment have been previously 
given by the city of Lawrence, Thus, Lawrence will have con- 
tributed, in all, abont $160,000 towsrda the development of this 
State institution. 

Lawrence is wel! supplicd with churches. Counting the three 
colored churches, there are four Methodist churches, three Congr.- 
gational, three Presbyterian (0. 5., N. S.and U. P.), two Baptist, 
and one each of Episcopal, Lutheran, Friends, Unitarian and Uni- 
versalist. The Methodists have a good building, with a fine gudi- 
ence room and Sunday school rooms, in the rear. The Bayrists 
have just dedicated 2 fine structure, costing upwards of $30,000. Is 
has a splendid auditorum, beautifully furnished and frescoed, aad 
Sunday school room, conference room, and pastor’s study in the 
hasement, They will soon have 2 powerful pipeorgan. The Con- 
vrevationalists are just ecompletine a church that will cost, with the 
furniture, about $338,000. It has a large and handsomely furnished 
audionce room, ladies’ parlors, conference room, pastor’s study and 
library room. They have just put up a pipe organ, costing some 
$3,500. The Presbyterians (O. 5.) have a very beautifal church, 
and the Episcopalians have a pleasant little house, and will build a 
large church this scuson. 

Lawrence is finely situated for local business, being surrounded 
by a very rich and thickly settled country. Rich valleys radiate 
from it in all directions; the Kansas running east and west, Wakn- 
rasa southwest, Washington and Coal creeks south, and Mud erce, 
north, All these streams are wooded, immensely rich and thickly 
settled. - Coal is being developed abundantly within a few milesot 
the city.

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Learenworth.—lIs the largest city in Kansas, as well as its com- 
mercial emporium. It is beautifully situated on the west bank of 
the Missouri river, about thirty miles south of St. Joseph, Mo., and 
two miles and a half below Fort Leavenworth. This eity was first 
settled in June, 1854, by a company of persons from Weston, Mo., 
who organized an associztion of thirty-two individuals. The firs: 
town site contained three hundred and twenty acres, lying south of 
the military reservation of Fort Leavenworth. It wassurveyed and 
platted by Gen. Gist, and was divided into one hundred and fift; 
shares. The associstion expended a large sum that year in eatting 
the timbor and brush on the town site, and olearing it for building. 
On the 15th of September, 1854, the first newspaper in Kansas 
was published, called “The Kansas Uerald.” Itwas printed under 
“the old elm tree,” on the levee, near the corner of Cherokee 
street, Some six wecks afterwards the printing office was removed 
into premises built for it. 
The first sale of town lots took place on the 9th of October, 
1854, which realized $12,600, But little building was done ths: 
fall; but next year the town progressed very rapidly, a large nun- 
ber of houses were built, as if by magic, and by the winter of 
1855 the population had increased to 1500 people, and serersl 
hotels, stores, ete., opened, From that date to the present time 
Leavenworth has contiuued to grow apace, and she now numbers 
$5,000 inhabitants. 
During the summer of 1855 the principal business part of the 
city was destroyed by fire. his disaster did not seem to check or 
retard the growth of the city materially, for in the space of a few 
mouths the buildings burnt were rebuilt, elegant brick blocks tak- 
ing the pluce of cottonwood frames that were destroyed. The 
census showed the population to be upwards of 10,000 in 1853. 
Tho stranger, oo arriving ab Leavenworth, will be astonished a: 
the business appearance, activity and bustle everywhere prevail- 
ing, The proximity, too, of Fort Leavenworth, one of the mos: 
important military poxts in the United States, and the enormons 
amount of business to which it gives rise, contributes materially to 
the prosperity of the city 

Leavenworth is siteated in the midst of a beautiful section of 
country, with soil of surprising fertility, and in the summer one 
seems io be in the mirtst of a yast garden, skirted and interspersed 
‘with groves, hedges und cultivated fields ; its prairies gemmed with 
countless flowers, all render its environs delightful, and combine io 


make it a beautiful spot. 

There are in the city twenty-two ehurches of various denomina- 
tiovs.

Thefts by private hands, 
although very difficult of proof, have not unfrequently been brought 
to light; and it is greatly to be desired that those who suffer loss, 
should, in the first instance, and while the circumstances are fresh, 
endeavour to ascertain with the utmost precision all particulars re. 
specting the dispatch or receipt of the lost letters or papers, and 
lose no time in communicating this information to the Inspector, 
Indeed, generally speaking, it is only by careful inquiry into minute 
details, that the offender can be detected, whether he be a servant of 
the Department or not.
